the pedagogue, realizing this, will guard 
himself closely in order to minimize gross 
errors of rating. 


There is another factor, too, in the judg- 
ing situation that must be considered. Even 
students who have studied rhetorical prin- 
ciples in the same courses and under the 
direction of the same instructor will apply 
the “rules” differently, giving varying 
weights to the same factors. While it 
can safely be assumed that they will gener- 
ally tend to agree, even they may differ 
radically. The fundamental nature of the 
judge as well as his conditioning toward 
certain components of the speech or speech 
situation may lead him to grade down a 
speaker drastically. 


Such observations lead us all at times 
to shake our heads sadly. Is uniform 
speech evaluation impossible? Can we 
never arrive at agreement as to what has 
been well done? Probably not, and, ironi- 
cal as it may seem, within limits it is just 
as well that we cannot. If speeches could 
he appraised on a set scale, according to a 
single standard, the ideal would remain the 
same from generation to generation. There 
would be little or no opportunity for ex- 
pression of personality differences in any 
given speech situation. All would tend to 
speak on the same type of subject, using 
the same type of materials, organizing in 
the same way, using the same style, and 
employing a single approach toward de- 
livery. 


As long as we yearn for the fresh ap 
proach, look for the unexpected and the 
unusual in speaking, standards will change. 
Innovators there will always be, and judges 
who will value their innovations. Exam- 
ples make this clear. In the area of deliv- 
ery, the conversational mode evolved dur- 
ing the first part of the last century. Dur- 
ng the last few decades, radio and public 
address microphones tended to restrict the 
movement of speakers. In the last few 
years better microphones and _ television 
have encouraged greater freedom. The 
flowery eulogy of only a few generations 
ago died out with the people it honored. 
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"hus, while the principles of good speaking 
are not likely to change much within the 
lifetime of any one man, taste in the use 
of language, in methods of delivery, and 
perhaps other elements will vary. As 
long as men are acquainted with a “sound” 
rhetoric, however, and as long as they are 
free, it is likely that emphasis will con- 
tinue to be placed upon communication 
rather than display, but there will be va- 
riety within a range of what we shall call 
uniformity, and the speech that one critic 
labels superior will be called average by his 
friend. 


Faced with these facts regarding the 
nature of rhetoric, and of critics and judges, 
what can be done to minimize the wander- 
ing of the bull’s-eye, to gain greater agree- 
ment among judges as to the objectives 
at which student speakers should aim? 


The first impulse is to observe that 
judges should be instructed as to what for- 
ensics directors themselves regard as the 
objectives to any particular type of con- 
test, and what they have trained their stu- 
dents to regard as important in this spe- 
cific contest. This implies that the first 
responsibility rests not with judges but with 
instructors. It is their responsibility to 
agree among themselves as to the specific 
nature of any event into which they expect 
to enter competitors. In recent years 
Southern California directors have taken 
steps in this direction. For exam- 
ple, in what has generally been called a con- 
test in oratory (memorized speaking), 
students have on occasion been limited to 
“speeches of an expository nature.” Such 
a regulation has made it unnecessary for 
judges to compare orations of the problem- 
solution type with those of a biographical, 
or highly persuasive nature.

Once directors have agreed as to the ob- 
jectives of a contest and made available 
to contestants as well as judges a written 
statement of the items on which they are m 
agreement, some progress will be made. 


Instructions to judges, however, must be 
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oral as well as written. The directors 
themselves, who also serve as judges, need 
to be reminded as to what they have agreed 
on. This is especially true of director- 
judges who are unable to attend the dis- 
cussions at which differences of opinion 
are threshed out. A short period of oral 
instructions, never longer than five minutes, 
might well precede each round. of activity. 
Always new judges are taking up their 
duties, and at the risk of boring those who 
arrive early, it is helpful to orient new- 
comers. During the last two California 
State High School Championship Tourna- 
ments this procedure has been followed, 
and | believe that it has been the consensus 
of coaches that the calibre of judging has 
been improved thereby. Without doubt 
this practice has led to selection of material 
of high literary merit in the declamation 
divisions, 


One further observation may clarify the 
problem still more. In asking judges to 
rank students first, second, third, ete., 
they are in many instances, particularly in 
semi-final and final rounds, being reques- 
ted to do the impossible. Such ranking, if 
mandatory, might often be purely arbitrary, 
even if Aristotle, Cicero and Quintillian 
were the critics. If the judges follow such 
a procedure, they are forced into dishones- 
ty, a misleading type of fraud, for while 
they know what they do, it is altogether 
unlikely that the student speakers under- 
stand that they are the victims of decep- 
tion. The third ranking student may very 
well feel that he has in some way been at 
fault in his speaking, whereas in their heart 
the judges know this is not so. It follows 
that the use of a rating system in which 
two or more students may receive the 
same rating superior, excellent, good, 
average, or fair may steady the wand- 
ering bull’s-eye quite considerably. 


Steps can be taken which will lead to 
more uniform judging, although the vari- 
ables are such that perfect consistency will 
always remain a mirage. Forensics direc- 
tors should realize this, and see to it that 
their students are not kept ignorant of the 
fact. If the reality is faced, no one will 
take winning — or losing — too seriously. 
Certainly the judge will realize that it is 
he who sets the standards, that it is he 
who distinguishes genuine from shoddy 
public speaking; that it is the judge more 
than anyone else who by giving or with- 
holding approval, encourages public speak- 
ing which gives effectivness to ideas rather 
than effectiveness to the speaker — an ob- 
jective regarded as socially desirable. 


If some of the criticisms leveled at con- 
test speaking are justified, this is in con- 
siderable part so because of the inability, 
and in some instances the unwillingness, 
of judges fully to assume their responsi- 
bilities. Some complain, for example, that 
it takes a sizeable audience to bring out a 
speaker. Let them be reminded that Aris- 
totle pointed out that forensic speaking 
(speaking before a law court) is most diffi- 
cult when addressed to a single judge, 
and that he did not complain about the 
artificiality of such a situation. It is the 
character of the audience, not its number, 
that tests the capabilities of a speaker. 


The judge then is teacher as well as arbi- 
ter. His classroom, though, is somewhat 
different from the usual college meeting 
place, for his students have been taught by 
several teachers and in a sense it is he who 
rates the final examination. [et him, there- 
fore, realize the seriousness of his work, 
and be instructed in his task. The bull’s- 
eye must not wander too much. Both 
judge and speaker must have at least the 
same target in view.

Joan Byer, who was 
initiated as a graduate member of the 
fraternity, spoke on “What the Forensic 
Experience has Meant to Me.” Professor 
James Jackson completed the evening with 
a talk entitled, “The Significance of the 
Forensic Program on a Christian Campus.” 


Students at Upland College, a_thirty- 
five year old, four year, liberal arts in- 
stitution located in the heart of the southern 
California citrus area, had been partici- 
pating in forensics activities for a number 
of years under the direction of Dr. Henry 
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Brubaker, past President of the college, 
before 1951 when Mr Boyer arrived to 
head the forensics program. Boyer as an 
active graduate member of the fraternity, 
began at an early date to make arrange- 
ments with the Province of the Pacific 
for a chapter on the Upland campus.

Upland College was founded in 1920 
as an institution sponsored by the Breth- 
ren in Christ Church. While originally 
founded as an institution providing prep- 
aration for Christian workers, the school 
expanded in the liberal arts area in the 
forties and now offers divisional majors 
in physical science, social science, educa- 
tion, religion, and the humanities. There 
is a speech emphasis provided in the 
humanities structure so that a number of 
students can utilize curricular speech. Up- 
land College is one of the smaller liberal 
arts colleges holding University of Cali- 
fornia recognition. Its size plus its phil- 
osophy calling for a special emphasis on the 
individual makes it able to provide a more 
personalized education.

Here is good news for all of you! The site 
for our 1957 National Convention has been 
chosen. In April of that year caravans of Pi 
Kappa Delia cars will be converging on Brook- 
ings, South Dakota, where upwards of 600 of 
the nation’s best speakers will create more vocal 
sound waves than the midwestern plains have 
heard since the pow-wows of the Wecota and 
Wenona Indians. South Dakota State Colloge 
will throw open its many doors to receive Pt. 
Kappa Delta delegates from the one hundred 
and eighty chapters of our fraternity, distributed 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific and from 
the Gulf to the Canadian border. Now is not 
too early for every one of these chapters to 
begin making plans for the '57 Convention. 


In the meantime, all of you have other forensic projects to take up the slack in 
your collegiate routine. Even now you are in the swirl of an accelerating tourna- 
ment schedule. While you work at keeping that grade-point average high, those 
term papers on schedule, and abreast of those never-ending examinations, you 
stretch the hours for time for debate research, polishing that oration, or doing 
reading for extemp and discussion. During rare moments of reflection, you 
perhaps recall your early-season forensic colleague who decided that this for- 
ensic business was just too much work. You may even envy him for the leisurely 
hours he spends hanging around the favorite college lounge or coffee bar. But 
about then you console yourself with the recognition that the speech activities bug 
has possession of you and you settle down to work. 


Is there any comfort for you in the assurance of a forensic old-timer that you 
have taken the wiser course? His judgment is based on the parade of former 
debaters, orators, and extempers that marches across his memory. You see, these 
students too, in their day, made the decision to add to high scholastic achievement 
a thorough training in the practical art of oral communicaion. The roster of any 
well-seasoned forensic director will include a high percentage of former students 
now holding prominent positions of responsibility and influence in all areas of 
human affairs. Such a director knows, and these persons now shaping the events 
of the day will agree, that the extra hours in forensic pursuits played no small 
part in their success. This conviction concerning the long-range contribution 
of forensic training to a person’s effectiveness in life’s work explains why your 
own director is one of the hardest working members on the faculty. He, too, 
adds to his teaching duties the tasks involved in developing a strong forensic 
squad. 


Notice a special phenomenon among forensic students in strong Pi Kappa 
Delta schools! Both the director, or faculty sponsor, and the chapter members 
are willing to assume still another responsibility. In addition to their regular 
academic work and their forensic activities, they also are busy with Pi Kappa 
Delta affairs. Right now, they are planning for the Provincial Conventions ; they 
are working toward advanced degrees; they are finding room in their budgets to 
order the fraternity key; and, most important, they are encouraging other stud- 
ents to qualify for membership in Pi Kappa Delta.

Chapter Notes 


Abilene Christian College 


Participation in the West Point Tourna- 


ment last May climaxed a most active 
year in forensics at Abilene Christian 
College, Abilene, Texas. Moreover, the 


New Texas Xi Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta 
got off to a rousing start. 


On March 15, 1955, the ACC PKD 
chapter was formally initiated and installed 
by a cross-town chapter, Texas Theta, of 
Hardin-Simmons University. The Assist- 
ant Dean of that school, Professor W. A. 
Stephenson, who has been active in Pi 
Kappa Delta circles for many years, was 
the installing officer, and Dr. Evan A. 
Reiff, President of HSU, was the principal 
speaker at the banquet which followed. 


Interest in debate and other forensic 
activities is exceptionally high at Abilene 
Christian College. About forty prospective 
debaters showed up at the first meeting 
last fall, and throughout the season more 
than twenty of these young men and women 


participated in intercollegiate competition. 
These teams had approximately 200 decis- 
ion contests and an overall average of 
68% wins. 


Student speakers from ACC travelled 
aout 16,000 miles representing their school 
in thirteen speech tournaments: Texas 


Tech (Lubbock), East Central State (Ada, 
Okla.), University of Texas Women’s 
Tournament (Austin), Texas A & M 
(College Station), University of Florida 
Invitational (Gainesville), Baylor (Waco), 


ACC, Hardin-Simmons, Mid-South (Con- 
way, Ark.), Piney Woods (Nacogdoches, 
Tex.), PKD National (Redlands), Texas 


Roundup (Austin), and the West Point 
Invitational. 


In the PKD Tournament at Redlands, 


the ACC debate team, composed of Joe 
Shubert. Milton Copeland, Paul and Har- 
old Forshey, was given a Superior rating. 
Milton Copeland was awarded superior in 
extempore speaking. The Forshey brothers 
became the first ACC team to receive an 








invitation to West Point. Earlier in the year 
they had won the affirmative division of 
the University of Texas Roundup, being 
the only undefeated team at the tournament. 


Also in Austin, in the Women’s Tourna- 
ment, ACC girls Donna Jo Ford and Ann 
Easton won first place in the junior divis- 
ion. Abilene Christian debaters won the 
Texas Tech and flardin-Simmons tourna- 
ments, rated superior at East Central, and 
took third in the University of Florida 
Invitational 


Only two debaters were lost through 
graduation, and with other students coming 
in this fall. prospects are bright for the 
year 1955-50. 


Baylor University 


Sixty reported to the first 
debate meeting on the LBaylor campus on 
Tuesday evening, September 27. The next 
six weeks were spent studying the debate 
subject. Several members of the faculty 
from the economics department, the history 
department, and the law school spoke to 
the dehate group on various phases of the 
subject.

The high- 
light of the tournament was the banquet 
for the five hundred and eight participants 
held Friday evening in the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse.

They 
were Milo Kaufman of Greenville College 
and Russell Bleich of Loras College.

\linnesota [psilon Chapter at the College 
of St. Thomas in St. Paul is completing 
plans for the 1956 Northwest Debate 
Tournament which wil’ be held on its cam- 
pus March 1, 2, and 3. The Northwest 
Pournev will be celebrating its twenty-fifth 
anniversary this year. 

The tournament was founded by Pro- 
fessor Owen P. McElmeel, formerly of 
the College of St. Thomas, who now lives 
in Seattle, Washington. To honor his work, 
the trophy for the Northwest Tourney is 
called the Mc!!meel Trophy. Although Mr. 
McElmeel has passed the traditional “three 
score and ten years”, he continues to coach 
debate. Last year his team from the Seattle 
Institute of Banking won the national 
tournament which was sponsored by their 
organization. 

\Ir. McEImeel will return to the College 
of St. Thomas for the 1956 Northwest 
Debate Tournament as the guest of the 
college chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. After 
the championship round of debate on Sat- 
urday, March 3, he will present the famous 
trophy to the winning debaters. 

It is expected that more than one hun- 
dred teams will participate in this twenty- 
fifth Northwest Debate Tournament. 
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Colorado A & M 


At the Rocky Mountain Forensic League 
meeting, held at Montana State College in 
Bozeman, Colorado A & M_ had three 
representatives: Neil Thomas and Warren 
Seamans, debaters, and David Gross, tak- 
ing part in liscussion, extemp speaking 
and oratory. Thomas and Seamans won 
three out of four rounds of their debates, 
and Gross tied for second place in oratory. 
The group traveled a round trip distance 
of 1409 miles for the two-day meet. 

Rocky Mountain Forensic League meet- 
ings are characterized by slightly experi- 
mental deviations from the standard pro- 
cedures in at least one of the events at 
each meeting. This vear, the discussion and 
extemp speaking events were combined, 
with groups of seven exiemp = speakers 
being assigned topics from the national 
d‘scussion question “How can we best im- 
plemert the decision of the Supreme Court 
for racial integration in the public schools ?” 
Having given their extemp talks, these 
seven speakers were formed into a discus- 
sion group, and used their speeches as take- 
off points for the discussion. The partici- 
parts found this experiment provocative 
and interesting. 

The debate w2s so-called Montana style, 
with the constructive speeches followed by 
a fifteen minute discussion period instead 
of rebuttal speeches, and the entire debate 
rounded off by a five-minute summary 
from each side. 

Another phase of the speech and drama 
work at Colorado A & M is the operation 
of a play litrary. Since publishers will not 
lend copies of plays for reading purposes 
and since. many who must direct grade 
and high school plays are very limited in 
funds, the person in charge of the plav 
library lends copies of plays for reading 
purposes only. The borrower, having read 
ten or fifteen plays at no cost except re- 
turn postage, then knows what play his 
group should produce and can order copies 
for his cast from the publisher. 

The Extension Service at Colorado “4 
& M sponsors two rural play festivals. In 
the first of these the 4-H members are 
participants ; in the second, participants are 
the young married people. 

The person in charge of the play library 
makes up a list each year of some 100 





plays which are suitable for these two 
festivals. Again, those interested in pro- 
ducing plays borrow reading copies from 
the library. 


Eastern Illinois State College 


Illinois Sigma of Pi Kappa Delta has 
a year of activities planned for the school 
year 1955-50. To start the year, Pi Kappa 
Delta organized and sponsored a_ novice 
debate tournament for students at Eastern. 
Nine teams debated the national debate 
question. The novice debate tournament 
heiped interest students in debate, and 
many of them are now on the college de- 
hate team.

\ parliametary debate was held the Fall 
Quarter. The question was “Resolved: that 
in the opinion of this house Eastern should 
establish a student-faculty disciplinary 
hoard.”

McKendree College

Michigan State University 


The name isn’t the only thing that’s been 

changed at Michigan State University. Pi 
Kappa Delta has extended its promotion 
of forensic events to campus-wide activ- 
ities. 
In January Pi Kap will sponsor a series 
of debates and discussions concerning con- 
troversial issues on campus. These debates 
wi!l be open to all campus leaders directly 
involved in a particular problem who wish 
to meet with faculty members to discuss 
the questions. 

Pi Kap is planning their annual all-cam- 
pus “Bull-Throwers” contest.

Top 
Midland debater Paul Scherer tied for 
highest individual rating at the latter con- 
test.

The 
shift-of-opinion ballots gave the Midland 
team a proportionate 3-1 decision. Scherer 
and Zimmerman also represented Midland 
at the Redlands convention.

two cars in which they were travelling 
was abruptly halted by a flat tire. An 
immediate “contention” sprang up as to 
who should be allowed the honor of fixing 
the flat.

Ridin’ the Provinces 


All too often the chapter notes in The 
Forensic are read only to see what is said 
about our friends. This is one purpose 
of publishing them, but they also answer 
a persistent question — what is the place of 
a national honorary Forensic fraternity on 
a college campus? Of course, one purpose 
of a fraternity like Pi Kappa Delta is to 
honor those students who participate in for- 
ensics on their Own campus, in the local 
area and in general. These projects can- 
not exist without the heip of a local organ- 
ization. 


At Phillips University, for instance, the 
very real problem of financing forensics 
was partially met this year because Pi Kap- 
pa Delta edited and published a_ student 
directory. At Linfield College the trip to 
the National Convention is financed every 
two vears with a variety of unique schemes. 


Many of our colleges sponsor interco!- 
legiate speech tournaments and clinics but 
pity the poor forensics director who finds 
himself burdened with the whole job. At 
college after college tournaments are made 
more enjovable because the local chapter 
steps in to carry much of the load. 


The high school tournament or clinic is 
another area. High school debate can die 
in an area without the support which the 
active interest of a college can give. The 
active direction of meets by Pi Kappa Del- 
ta schools like St. Olaf, Chico State, Bay- 
lor and Washington State does much to 
increase activity in the high schools. Pi 
Kappa Delta members can act as judges, 
chairmen, tabulators and hosts. The local 
school is aided by bringing high school 








students to the campus some of whom will 
return as college debaters. 


Perhaps our most active chapter in 
supporting high school forensics is Kansas 
State Teachers College at Emporia, They 
stage a demonstration debate tour during 
the first two or three weeks of October at 
which time they provide an analysis of the 
question and a demonstration debate. 
They also publish a news letter for high 
school debaters with a circulation of over 
1,000. 


The local chapter also provides a basis 
for linking present and past in forensics. 
If a school is lucky enough to have the 
same forensics director over a period of 
many vears a personal link is established. 
However, college professors are a mobile 
lot and an organization can serve to unite

each year at commencement. At South- 
western College the Alumni Banquet is an 
annual affair. This year it was addressed 
by Dr. J. Thompson Baker, former For- 
ensics Director and co-founder of the first 
Intercollegiate Debate ‘Tournament. 


The Midland College chapter, like many 
others, sponsors a Fall Mixer for outstand- 
ing freshman speech students and begin- 
ning debaters. Eastern Illinois, Michigan 
State and Upper lowa sponsor intramural 
speech tournaments. Such programs can 
aid greatly in encouraging students to enter 
forensics. 


There are also activities which will bring 
all debaters together regardless of their 
school. On December 15, Governor Grace 


Walsh will have an open house for all Pi 
Kappa Delta members in the area. For 
fifteen years Simpson College and Central 
College have held joint initiations once a 
vear. This provides a real tradition which 
unites debaters from different schools. 


At Linfield College, the Pi Kappa Delta 
chapter is going to aid the fraternity by 
staging a get-together with one of the 
non-fraternity schools that has expressed 
an interest in Pi Kappa Delta. 


On-campus debate and discussion pro: 
grams, such as those sponsored at /Ilinois 
Normal and Michigan State, help to in- 
crease the interest in current affairs among 
the members of the student body. /mporia 
State is meeting the problem of the general 
public’s lack of knowledge about debate. 
They will participate in a television show 
to provide information about how debate 
programs are organized and run. Perhaps, 
such activities will help prevent such un- 
fortunate situations as the difficulty we had 
last vear in debating the recognition of 


Communist China. 


Naturally, there are many more things 
that a chapter can do and we could almost 
list every chapter in doing some of these 
activities.. If you have any unusual pro- 
jects in your chapter, let us know about 
them. This brief look at what some chap- 
ters are doing will indicate what Pi Kappa 
Delta can do on a college campus.
